Meanwhile’ 
the non-candidates, who are all things to all mon 
by virtue of being no single thing to anv single 
man, benefit. The “ protest” vote moves in their 
direction.

The figures on 
ricing sales of pretzels, crackers, popcorn, 
p ick les and the like suggest that America 
is rapidly becoming a nation of snackers.
